weeks of any previous year. The cot­ 
ton e x e rts a1 o have become very heavy, 
and the outgo of corn falls but little 
below last year’s unprecedented record, 
while 
in exports of manufacturing 
products, especially machinery, all rec * 
urds for the season hare been surpassed. 
While the aggregate for November last 
year was o\er $109,000,000, shipments 
from New York for three weeks have 
been but slightly smaller, with a fair 
prospect that the known increase lu 
cotton and other products from other 
ports may make up the deficiency. 
Meanwhile imports are running behind 
last 
year’s, at 
New 
York, nearly 
$2,000,000 this mouth, so that alioth r 
excess of e .ports over imp rts amu lut­ 
ing to about $00,0( 0.000 for the mouth 
is probable. 
But this would make b u 
excess of about $426,000,000 in four 
months. 
After the slight decline last Saturday 
wheat rose to $I.OO*B for November, 
with No. 2 red and other grades selling 
many cents higher. 
Y’et western re­ 
ceipts are of enormous magnitude. 
In 
four weeks 27,072,104 bushels, against 
2,014,HHH bushels hi the same four 
w’eeks last year, while Atlantic ex­ 
ports, Lour included, were for the 
week 8,628, *46 bushels, and for four 
weeks, 18,420,830 bushels, against I.- 
73?,685 bushels last year. The ship­ 
ments from other ports have also beeu 
heavy, and neither appears to change 
former estimates of European needs.

Logging RailniMi. 
Time was wb*u the logs were drawn 
•ver roads of snow? and ice on the great 
rude sledges to the banks of some river, 
drawn out on the ice and left until the 
springtime, when they would be floated 
down stream to the mills 
Bi some 
places the system is still in vogue, but 
in large measure all this has been 
changed. 
Digging railroads have been 
built into the forests, enabling the own­ 
ers of pine lands to reach forests far 
from any stream. Spurs from the main 
branch of the road are built out like the 
fingers on an enormous hand clutching 
at the defenseless pines. 
After a tortu­ 
ous passage through the paths of the 
woods the log is loaded upon the Skid­ 
way—an incline leading down to the 
railway track. 
The skids are long, 
tough poles of tamarack or some hard 
wood, placed about 20 feet apart 
The logs easily roll down on these 
skids and are drawn by horses up on the 
short, wide freight cars, and as fast as 
one car is loaded another takes its 
place, until a train of perhaps 30 cars 
is made up 
The road is a very rough

PROFESSOR NIPHER'S RIDES ON TOP 
OF A FREIGHT CAR. 


Meiuiurlng th * A ir C u r tfU l* 
M ethod o f rn

A learned professor rode on top of a 
Wabash freight car just like a plain, 
ordinary, unlettered brakeman or a hobo 
from St. Louis to Montgomery, Mo., the 
other day. 
He returned the same way 
the next day. 
The man of science was Professor F. 
E. Nipher of Washington university. 
He was uot beating bis way, but he 
adopted that unpleasant and hazardous 
method of travel for scientific purpozes. 
For a long time Professor Nipher has 
been experimenting w ith air disks to 
ascertain the exact power of wind pres­ 
sure. To verify these experiments he 
wanted a good, strong wind, varying 
from IO to 40 miles an hour. Professors, 
like some other people, cannot always 
“ raise the wind” just when they most 
iesire to, so Professor Nipher resorted 
to a freight train to obtain a supply of 
artificial wind instead of waiting for 
the real thing. 
The start was made on a Saturday 
morning troiu the Wabash yards. 
The 
professor had his apparatus with bim, 
aud it excited the train crew aud the 
loungers at rural way stations to much 
wonderment 
There wa* “ an eager ami a nipping 
air,” aud passengers on street cars turn­ 
ed up their overcoat collars to keep 
warm. 
Out iu the open country, with 
no closely built houses to obstruct the 
wind, aud on top of a rapidly moving 
oar, tin* temperature was many degrees 
colder. There w as no resorting to artifi­ 
cial means to keep warm either, not 
even to the extent of impounding the 
hands in the pockets. The prof east ir bad 
to watch his apparatus and hang on 
tight to keep from being thrown off the 
train. 
Professor Nipher is the inventor of a 
pressure collector consisting of a small 
disk made of perforated brass gauze. 
The air collected is conveyed through a 
pipe to a tube partly filled with w ater. 
The rise and fall of the water indicate 
the amount of pressure. 
“ When a strong wind blows directly 
against one sui** of a house.' said Pro­ 
fessor Nipher, “ the pressure is increas­ 
ed on that side, but is diminished on 
the other side. 
Seeking to escape cur­ 
rents of air go around the sides, sweep 
iug away tile normal air pressure aud 
diminishing the pressure. 
This is why 
if a window is blown in on the side 
w’here rho wind is blowing the windows 
an d w alls of the other sides w ill fall, 
although the walls on the windward 
side may stand. There is no air pressure 
to supp o rt th rice wall. 
We saw this 
in tin- tornado, but ii does not require a 
tornado or cyclone to produce this effect. 
A strong, straight wind will do the 
same thing

The Scripturequot»*i in the reference 
tells the story of the visit of the angel 
to Zachariah, to whom he foretold the 
birth of John the Baptist, who was to be 
g r e a t in the sight of the Lord and 
drink neither wine nor strong drink, 
hut to lie filled with the Holy Ghost. 
John was a total abstainer. He was also 
a great reformer and may appropriately 
introduce us to the study of temperance 
reform. 
That there is need of <*onseeration to 
temperance and other reforms is appar 
ent to all. 
The indifference of Chris­ 
tian people to the one pov^rr that is de­ 
stroying more human beings both for 
time and for eternity is appalling. 
When we know that m illions of dollars 
are spent annually, thousands of homes 
are ruined, thousands of persons go 
down to drunkards 
graves; that the 
souls of men are lost and their bodies 
brutalize m d wives are murdered and 
children starved, all because of the curse 
of drink, it would seem that the whole 
ehnreh would be in artus against it. Yet 
it is not. 
The Christian world largely 
sleeps while the temporal lives of m il­ 
lions are ruined and their souls damned 
for eternity. 
What can we do in this great reform? 
First. — Practice temperance. 
Every 
Christian Endeavour should be a total 
abstainer. Cur influence w ill be against 
temperance unless we practice it. 
Second.— Educate 
public 
opinion 
against intemperance. When the people 
want intemperance and the saloon to 
go, they w ill go. 
They w ill not go be­ 
fore. 
It is not so much the laws that 
need to be reformed as the people. 
Re­ 
form the law's and not the people, and 
laws become a dead letter. 
Reform the 
people, and they w ill demand that tile 
laws be reformed aud enforced. 
The 
temperance camimign must be a cam­ 
paign of education, and not a campaign 
of strifes, contentions aud disputations 
among those who are arrayed against 
this great evil. 
And what a boundless 
opportunity the Christian Endeavor or­ 
ganization has for educating the youth 
of the world ujion this subject ! Let us 
teach young and old that drink is un­ 
necessary, that it is not beneficial to 
body, mind or soul and that it is disas­ 
trous and ruinous both for time and 
eternity. 
Third.— Hold up Christ and the cross 
to tho world. 
The cross of Christ is the 
only remedy that can reach down into 
the depths of this foul pool of iniquity. 
Human methods of reform may amelio­ 
rate tho condition of men and are not to 
lie despised, but the only method that 
can save them is the divine method. 
Fill a man w itll ('brist, and there will 
be no room for strong drink.

Sr. P ktf.rsHmo, Nov. 27.—The No- 
vosti contends that the growth of Ger­ 
man influence in the near and far east 
will necessitate a union of Great Brit­ 
ain , Russia and France for the protec- 
; tion of their interests. 
L o n d o n , Nov. 27.—Special dispatches 
received here from Shanghai say that 
Barou Von Hey king, the German m in­ 
ister to China, has presented to the 
Chinese government the demands of 
Germany for reparation for the recent 
murder of German missionaries and 
the destruction of 
German 
mission 
I property. 
These demands inclnde the 
discovery and execution of the m ur­ 
derers of tho missionaries, Nies and 
Hennle, the punishment of the impli­ 
cated officials* the reconstruction of the 
mission building, with the payment of 
an indemnity of 60,000 taels to the rela­ 
tives of the victims and also the pay­ 
ment of a heavy indemnity to cover 
the expenses of tho German naval ex­ 
pedition aud the maintuinenance of 
tile German force at Kiao-Chou bay. 
The Chinese government replied”* hat 
Kiao-Chou bay must be evacuated be­ 
fore the demands can be discussed. 
Baron Von Heyking refused to consent 
to this, and a deadlock was the result. 
The foreign diplomats, the special 
dispatches further announce, say that 
the German conditions are impossible 
of acceptance, and they assert that they 
were only presented to enable Germany i 
to let-ain Kiao-Chou bay and to extend 
northward her hold of Chinese terri 
tory. 
It is reported that Chang Koayan, 
the Chinese general who was in com­ 
mand of the lortilications at Kiao-Chou 
bay. and who *urrt ndered to the Ger­ 
mans without tiring a shot, has been 1 
condemned to death by the Chinese 
war council. 
The viceroys of Canton. Foo-Choo 
aud Nanking are trying to put the 
coast defenses in a proper state of re­ 
pair, with the view of preventing pos­ 
sible further seizures of Chinese terri­ 
tory.

place auf! with the same intention, al­

start, 
bogard secured his treaty and carriod 
ii away three weeks before Decoeur ar­ 
rived at Nikki. 
The French, however, seemed to have 
chosen to disregard this fact aud have 
dispatched armed expeditious, not only 
to Xikki, bot to Broussa, which has ail 
along been acknowledged to be within 
the sphere of British influence.
